This was granted by the conven- 
tion. 

Another change in the original 
form of the resolution occurred 
when H. J. Dufty, of Vilna, dis- 
approved of the text urging the 
“general cancellation of the burden 
of debt” and recommended instead 
that a “general adjustment” take 
place. 

The convention endorsed 
proposal, but several members in- 
sisted that that adjustment must 
be prompt and thoroughgoing if 
Alberta is ever to break loose from 
the depression. The motion in its 
amended form was carried by an 
overwhelming majority.

A THREE-WAY SHUFFLE 

Great Britain and the United States are nego- 
tiating a reciprocal trade agreement. As a result 
of which, and to facilitate which, Canada and 
the United States are undertaking an overhaul 
and broadening of the agreement made by them 
two years ago. 

Britain hopes to get freer access for its manu- 
factured goods into the United States. The latter 
hopes to get, in return for this concession, freer 
entry for its surplus farm products into the 
British market. 

That is what brings Canada into the picture. 
Freer entry fot United States farm products into 
Britain would mean some loss of the advantages 
Canada now enjoys there under the preferential 
arrangement. Compensation for this loss will 
be sought in the way of freer entry for Canadian 
products into the United States. Though to be 


| accomplished by separate agreements, the gen- 


eral plan is for a three-cornered readjustment 
of existing trade arrangements. 

The question arises, of course, as to why 
Canada should surrender any of the benefits it 
enjoys in the British market in order to facilitate 
thé entry of United States products into that mar- 
ket.

Britain buys from Canada two and a half 
times as much as we buy from her. She buys 
from the United States less than twice as much 
as she sells to that country. That there should 
be a desire at London to bring trade more into 
parity with both countries is entirely understand- 
able, and Canada is in no position to claim that 
Britain must sacrifice markets in the United 
States in order to reserve her own markets to 
Canada. 

The hope is that by a broadening of the 
reciprocal arrangement, Canada may get com- 
pensation in United States markets for what it 
may lose in the British market.

SURPLUS 


There is certainly cheering news for Cana- 
dians in the word from Ottawa that the Dominion 
government shows for the first seven months of 
the present fiscal year a surplus of $33,372,600. 
The comptroller of the treasury reports that from 
April 1 to October 31 receipts totalled $319,757,- 
177 and disbursements $286,384,577. The showing 
is of marked contrast with last year, for at this 
date in 1936, states the report, the Dominion faced 
a deficit of $64,003,380.— Fredericton Gleaner, 


GERMANY NEEDS PEACE 

Chancellor Hitler's statement to the press 
in Nurnberg sounds exceedingly like the truth. 
He says, in effect, that the supreme need of 
Germany is peace. Only in a time of profound 
peace can a nation like Germany build up the 
“economic self-sufficiency” that is the pro- 
claimed chief objective of her present policy. 
Hitler estimates the time needed for this task 
at from forty to fifty years—Montreal Star. 


WHY PICK ON CANADA? 


The Chinese delegation to the international 
conference in Brussels shakes a finger of reproach 
at Canada for selling to Japan certain raw mat- 
erials which presumably are used for carrying on 
war. 

We frankly admit the charge. 


It is indubitably true that our shipments of 
aluminum, lead and ri&kel to Japan were greater 
during the first nine months of 1937 than they 
were during all of 1936. Exports of lead and 
nickel especially have shown large increases. 

On the other hand, shipments of zinc have 
materially decreased. 

All this is true beyond question. 

But why does the Chinese delegation pick on 
Canada for its reproaches, when there is hardly a 
country in the world that is not selling to Japan? 


What, for instance, is the source of the oil and 
gasoline that drove the airplanes wherewith the 
Japanese dropped showers of bombs on 
Shanghai? 

About 64 per cent of that oil came from the 
United States. A good percentage of that gaso- 
line came from Great Britain. 


Why, then, is Canada singled out for the re- 
proaches of the gentlemen who met at Brussels? 

The point is this, if the members of the Brus- 
sels conference are thinking of establishing their 
own virtue by making a scapegoat of Canada in 
these sales to Japan, they might as well know 
right now that Canada will not stand for it. 

The United States, for all her sympathy with 
the Allies, sold munitions of war to the Central 
Powers right up to the minute of her declaration 
of war in 1918. 

Are we expected to be different? 

If there is going to be a general boycott of 
Japan to bring her to terms, Canada will play at 
it wholeheartedly. 

But if the other nations are going to sell to 
Japan, we will export everything we can—and no 
amount of suave hypocrisy will make us do 
otherwise.—Vancouver Sun, 


DOWN THE SPILLWAY

With Christmas not so much more than a 
month away I don’t wonder that I am beginning 
to hear onee again about the artistic greeting 
cards that are now to be had in place of the old 
‘sentimental and hackneyed designs. Such ap- 
peals get nowhere with me. I hold that there are 
a few places and times left for sentiment and 
triteness, and greeting cards and Christmas are 
first among them. Two things that I abominate 
are Christmas trees decorated in the spirit of 
Braque and greeting cards that try to be either 
clever or artistic. 


I would not mind a candy box decorated by a 
surrealist though it might seem inappropriate. I 
shouldn't deeply object to a calendar that marked 
every day of the year with the apocryphal say- 
ings of Noel Coward and Dorothy Parker instead 
of the shredded wisdom of Confucius and Marcus 
Aurelius, although I think it might add to the 
year’s tedium. But the Christmas card that tries 
to rise above the snowy landscape, the candles, 
the holly wreaths, the brick fireplace, Santa Claus 
and the Colonial Coaching Scéne, and substitute 
for it either Museum Memories or Modernist 
Masters in the name of good taste I regard as just 
so much wasted effort.

I haven't, of course, any real idea of how 
history will remember and judge Ramsay Mac- 
Donald. Sainte Beuve wrote of himself “Before 
the final death of the mobile being that bears my 
name, how many men have already died within 
me?” Certainly Ramsay MacDonald, who had 
many careers, was many men and it is difficult to 
see how they ever could have been friends among 
them. 

I once read parts of the speech that he made 
in the House of Commons just after Sir Edward 
Grey had committed Great Britain to war. Mac- 
Donald was not only a “peace lover” then; he was 
a pacifist. And it seems that the words he spoke 
on that day still possess, even in cold print and 
after so many years of such very different words, 
as much of truth and vision as any statesman of 
our day has commanded. He said: 


The right honorable gentleman (Grey), to 
a House which in a great majority is with 
him, has delivered a speech the echoes of 
which will go down to history. The speech 
has been impressive; however much we may . 
resist the conclusion to which he has come, 
we have not been able to resist the moving 
character of his appeal. I think he is wrong. 
I think the Government he represents and 
for which he speaks is wrong. I think the ver- 
dict of history will be that they are wrong. 
We shall see. I do not know, butd feel that 
the feeling of the House is against us. I have 
been through this before and 1906 came as 
part recompense, It will come again. We are 
going to go Grou it all. We will go through 
it all 


The “we” stood, of course, for those who op- 
posed the war and continued to oppose it, It is 
ironic to think that although all he said was con- 
firmed by event, the “recompense,” when it did 
finally come—ten years later—was in the form of 
the Premiership which was in truth the beginning 
of the end. Nevertheless, I think I shall remem- 
ber MacDonald by the words I have quoted.

Your Health 
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By DR. FRANK McCOY 

As you are often told in advertisements, an 
unpleasant breath is a social and business han- 
dicap. Certainly a breath with a disagreeable 
odor stretches the ties of friendship to the break- 
ing point. 

While we should hesitate about offending 
others whom we meet in either a social way or 
business way by an unpleasant breath, it is like- 
wise important that we try to avoid this symp- 
tom while at home when near the other members 
of the family. 

There is no way of telling in how many cases 
a disagreeable breath odor has contributed to 
dissatisfaction in marriage, but it is undoubtedly 
true that the one who is trying to retain the 
affection of the married partner would discover 
it a good investment to keep the breath clean 
and sweet at all times, 


The patient with an unpleasant breath be- 
comes so accustomed to it that he fails to notice 
it, and unless some kind friend or relative tact- 
fully suggests that halitosis is present, the 
patient may be entirely unaware that he is giv- 
ing offense. 

Foul breath has been publicized under the 
term “halitosis” and is not a disease but only a 
symptom. The cause may lie in decaying teeth, 
in the presence of pus around the teeth as a re- 
sult of a gum disorder, or it may be due to im- 
proper cleansing of the teeth which allows food 
particles to remain and to undergo decomposi- 
tion. 

A simple test to find if the teeth are clean is 
to draw a thread between two of them. Hold 
the thread close to the nose and if a disagreeable 
odor is discovered, you may be sure that decom- 
posing particles are present. 

Sometimes the unpleasant breath odor is the 
result of diseased tonsils, or of nose and throat 
catarrh. 

However, I believe that the most important 
single cause of this symptom is some kind of 
digestive derangement. When constipation also 
exists at the same time, the breath may take on 
a most disagreeable odor. In such cases, the de- 
sired improvement in the state of the breath 
will only follow the correction of the abnormal 
condition of the stomach and colon. It is usually 
an excellent plan for the ‘patient to try a short 
fast which will have a cleansing and purifying 
effect, and after this, he should observe a strict 
diet which will help the digestive organs to re- 
turn to normal running order. 

During .the fasting and dieting regimen, the 
use of the enema for a few weeks will also prove 
of value in lessening the unpleasant breath odor. 

There are a number of preparations on the 
market designed to neutralize the odor tempor- 
arily and until you have permanently removed 
the tendency to halitosis, I suggest that you use 
one of them before joining a group of people. 
This is a courteous, considerate thing for you to 
do and the precaution will take only a few min- 
utes of your time. 

Check your breath today and make sure that 
you are not offending others. If you find that 
halitosis has developed, then see your dentist if 
necessary and have the mouth put into a clean 
condition. If the trouble is the r sult of catarrh, 
then correct the catarrh; while if it is due to an 
upset digestion or to constipation, give the neces- 
sary attention to these conditions. A good 
breath is an asset and one which you may pos- 
sess, if you are only determined enough. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS’ 

QUESTION—Miss Thelma N. writes: “A 
week ago my mother had a severe nose-bleed, 
lasting four hours. We had to call a doctor who 
finally stopped it by cauterizing the nose. Will 
you explain the purpose of this treatment and 
why it worked?” 

ANSWER: When a patient undergoes severe 
and repeated nose-bleeds it is often a good plan 
to prevent a recurrence of the trouble by the 
use of the cautery. The purpose of the treat- 
ment is to change the bleeding area into scar-. 
tissue. The treatment works because the newly 
formed scar tissue is firm and hard. 

QUESTION—Nanine V. inquires: “What do 
you think of the idea of using nothing but fruit 
one day a week? This is very often recom- 
mended by beauty specialists who point out that 
the practice is an aid to beauty, especially in the 
case of the older woman.” 

ANSWER: The idea of using fruit one day a 
week would be helpful insofar as the simple 
fruit diet would give the digestive organs some- 
thing of a rest. This regimen is advised for the 
one who is middle-aged because as we grow 
older, less food is needed. Most people do not 
cut down on the amount of food custmarily taken 
and there are certainly many people between 
forty and sixty who are eating too much. How- 
ever, I believe that if the most benefit is desired, 
that the fruit diet should be continued for at Jeast 
five days and probably for seven. A fruit diet 
lasting only one day is not long enough for the 
greatest amount of good to be experienced. Fruit 
is helpful to beauty in that it appears to make 
the skin clearer and therefore more attractive.

A Day in Canadian History

In these day of grave desecration 
around Toronto jit may be interest- 
ing to recall that there is one grave 
at least in this world which can 
never be robbed unless it be dee 
stroyed by dynamite or other ex- 
plosive. That is the vault of 
Major-General James Wolfe, the 
victor of the Battle of the Plains at 
Quebec, September 13, 1759. His 
body was taken to England on the 
Royal William, which left Quebec 
October 18 and arrived at Spithead 
exactly a month later. The next 
morning the corpse was taken 
ashore in a 12-oared barge and re- 
ceived at Portsmouth with military 
honors. It was then coveyed by 
land to Blackheath, many thou- 
sands of people lining the roads, 
The body was taken to the home 
on Blackheath above Greenwich 
and on November 20 it was laid bee 
side the coffin of his father in @ 
vault under the parish church of 
St. Alfege. Five years later Wolfe's 
mother died and her body was 
placed in the same vault between 
her husband and son. A marble 
slab was placed over the door with 
the inscription: “The family vault 
of Major-General James Wolfe, 
1758.” In 1859, just a century later, 
the vault was filled with earth and 
charcoal and the entrance built up. 
The coffins then showed no signs 
of decay and the black cloths 
while covered them were only 
pg og f consumed by moths. Thus 
the qnpise’s greatest heroes 
rn in a sealed tomb under a small 
church near the Thames whilst in 
Westminster Abbey, higher up 
that stream of history, stands his 
monument, for all visitors from

VICTORIA, Nov. 20. — Reduc- | 
tions of 30 per cent. or more in the 
cost of gasoline and coal to Brit- 
fsh Columbia consumers was rec- 


ommended in the report of the 
Macdonald royal commission on 
coal and petroleum products pre- 
+ a to the legislature yester- 
jay. 

_. The report was presented by Mr 
Justice M. A. Macdonald of the 
British Columbia appeal court, ap- 
pointed in 1934 to investigate coal 
and petroleum products and the 
cost to the consumer in relation to 
producer costs and profits. 


ATTACKS SYSTEM ’ 

The report termed the sale and 
distribution of gasoline wasteful 
and extravagant to “a marked de- 
gree;” recommended the number 
of service stations throughout the 
province be drastically reduced 
and that retailing of gasoline be 
conducted independently of the oil 
companies. 

Even without these changes, the 
report continued, the price of gas- 
oline to Vancouver consumers 
should not exceed 23 cents a gal- 
lon. 

Present price in Vancouver !s 
27 cents a gallon, ranging up to 
30 per cent higher in some other 
parts of the province. 

With introduction of certain | 
changes in the wholesale, retail 
and consumer field the report de- 
clared gasoline should not cost 
more than 18 cents a gallon to 
Vancouver motorists. | 

Coal should sell to the general 
public for $6 a short ton, the report 
continued. i 


NO DIFFERENCE 

In connection with advertising, 
the report found there was no sub- 
stantial difference in quality of 
gasoline sold under different 
names. 

Gasoline consumers in the pro- 
vince had been penalized for 
years to make up the uneconomic 
sale of heavy fuel oil, the re- 
port continued. Fuel oil had 
been sold below cost in unfair 
competition with domestic mined 


Turning to coal the report sug- 
gested modern mining methods, | 
central distribution depots, bulk | 
delivery and installation by con- | 
sumers of modern coal burning ap- | 
pliances. |

ALBERTA COAL 

Alberta coal has been displacing 
British Columbia coal in the Pa- 
cifie coast province to an “unwar- 
ranted extent,” the report also de- 
clares, 

The report said “discriminatory 
freight rate,” assisted Alberta coal 
sales in this province. 

Alberta coal sales have in- 
creased from 126,262 tons in 1920 
to 244,946 tons in 1936. In the 
latter year they amounted to | 
16.82 per cent of total coal sales 
in the province, the report said. 

Discussing the freight rate sit- | 
uation, the report said the freight | 
rate from Drumheller to Vancou- 
ver, a distance of 740 miles, was 
$5.00 per ton, while the freight 
rate from Drumheller to Kamloops, 
a distance of only 497 miles, was 
$4.90 per ton.

particulars as to how to train, 
feed and care for jt.” No one can 


blame a person for trying to ob- 
tain knowledge on any subject, 
but as I have remarked before, 


why not obtain it before, rather 
than after. the acquisition of a 
living creature? What intelligent 
person would buy a cow and then 
write to the writer of a newspaper 
column for information on what 
and how to feed her, how to care 
for her?

NERATING POWER 


N THE picture above, you have a close-up view of one of the 

generators in the Calgary Power Company's Ghost Plant. 

The huge water turbine which drives the generator is located 
directly below. 


A hydro-electric power system consiats essentially of a generat- 
ing station in which the units are driven by water turbines. . 
transmission lines to carry the power to load centres or sub- 
stations, and a distribution network to supply it to the consumer. 
At the power site the dam forms a barrier to the natura] water 
channel—creating a vast storage reservoir of water. From the 
forebay, as the reservoir is usually known, the water is carried 
to the turbines by the penstocks where it is forced to pass 
through the water wheel and then discharges to pass on down 
stream. 


The water wheel is coupled with the generator rotor, so that 
the water passing through the turbine causes it to turn, The 
rotor is a mass of iron, magnetized by direct current. In turn- 
ing, its magnetic field sets up currents in the generator coils 
and the electric power so generated is carried by the trans- 
mission system to the users’ appliances.

(4 to 6 servings) 

Four tablespoons quick cooking 
tapioca, 3 tablespoons “sugar, % 
teaspoon salt, 1 1-3 qgps prune 
juice and milk, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter, 1-8 teaspoon cinnamon, 1'% 
teaspoons grated orange rind, 3 
tablespoons orange juice, 4 tea- 
spoons lemon juice, 1 cup finely 
cut cooked prunes, 3 egg yolks, 
beaten until thick and lemon-col- 
ored, 3 egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Combine tapioca, sugar, salt, 
prune juice and milk in top of 
double boiler. Place over rapidly 
boiling water and bring to scald- 
ing point (allow 4 minutes), and 
cook 3 minutes, stirring frequent- 
ly. Add butter, cinnamon, orange 
rind, orange juice, lemon juice, 
and prunes. Cool slightly while 
beating eggs. Add egg yolks and 
mix well. Fold into egg whites. 
Turn into greased baking dish. 
Place in pan of hot water and bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
50 to 60 minutes, or until firm.

“Reading, the Magic Highway to 
Adventure,” therefore, may be 
broadly interpreted.

Here are some suggestions that 
should be made before the inex- 
perienced purchaser, if you hap- 
pen to have a book or two in 
mind, decides on a volume for Ted 
or Mary. 

Don’t select one they will have 
to grow into, Today is today. I 
prefer a book a trifle too young 
than a trifle too old. Not only 
will the child not enjoy it par- 
ticularly, but it may give him a 
feeling of hesitation about other 
books. Of course, there is no edge 
to age line, absolutely not. 

I read hundreds of childrens 
books and am as interested as 
though I were six, or ten, or six- 
teen. Lists are only general guides 
at best, as books for an adolescent 
is often thoroughly enjoyed by the 
younger child provided it is sim- 
ply written and the subject appeal- 
ing. But one should select books, 
generally speaking. from recom- 
mended age suggestions. There are 
enough for every age. 


CATER TO INTEREST 


If you know a child to be par- 
ticularly interested in one subject, 
there is always a _ book for it. 
There is your first guide. If he is 
factual and greedy for knowledge 
there are the so-called “informa- 
tion” books, each one an Aladdin's 
Cave of treasure. If he has a hob- 
by, how easy. But don't ‘get him 
too many books on one subject. 
All children love pure fiction. 
Well, there are enough splendid 
ones for you to select from, blind- 
fold almost. 

But whatever you do, get ac- 
quainted with the “feel” of the 
wonderful children’s library to- 
day. Go and browse. Feast on 
such illustrations as you have 
never dreamed existed. You will 
wish yourself back to childhood, 
on your own magic way to ad- 
venture.
